Watkins, the parents of the girl, ar- 
rived from Denver to-day and Were seeu by a 
reporter at the Martin residence, 2215 Gamble 
avenue, They know absolutely nething 
about the mystery, of (ourse, 
but scout the idea that Z,e should have gone 
away of her own accord. Mrs. Wa:kins is 
worn out with suspense and grief. She de- 
clared that the girl was, however, Only a child 
in her manner aud ways, and that she knew 
nobody with whom she could bave run away. 

‘‘It is singulur,’’ said Mrs. Watkins, ‘‘that 
anybodyicould be spirited awav so completely 
in a large city like this and in broad daylight.

On July 30, 1880, Laura Courtney, step- 
daughter of Henry bb.

“Give him h—l, Kate!” ‘he af- 
fair created intense excitement, and 
the Courtnevs were finea in the police 
court for assault and battery. A _ civil suit 
was afterward brought, the damages being 
Jaid at $,000, Tatnall claiming that his eves 
were permanently injured by blows from the 
strap. The case came up in the superior 
court here on Monday and bas been of gen- 
eral comment. The issue was hotly contest- 
edon both sides, and considerable feeling 
was manifested by friends of the contending 
parties.

Court- 
ney’s counsel gave notice before the verdict 
was given that he would file a bill of excep- 
tions to the ruling of the court. 


Cheap Living in Germany. 
From the Cornhill Magazine, 

The cheapest towns to goto in Germany 
are the capitals of small Duchies. Berlin has 
become very. dear. Dresden, Leipzig, Stutt- 
gart, Munich, are all cheap in comparsion 
with English cities, and they offer first-rate 
educational advantages; but they will be 
found more expensive on the whole than 
such places as Brunswick, Cassel, Darmstadr 
Weimar and Coburg. Taking Brunswick as a 
‘pecimen of these second-rate towns, it is a 
piace where a family can live in the utmost 
enloyment and dignity on a small income. lt 
is an old-fashioned town. of picturesque 
architecture; but the streets are broad, and 
‘he houses large, with spacious and lofty 
‘ooms, wide courtyartis and grand staircases. 
Most of these dwellings are let in flats, each of 
which has its separate kitchen, with its wood- 
*n balcony overlooking the vard and a separate

them to show that they are enlightened pat- 
rons of music and the drama.

Milk as a Medicine. 
From a Washington Letter. 


Gen. Robert C. Schenck, ex-Minister to 
England, instead of being very decrepid, as 
has been represented in newspapers, appears 
to bein good physical conditicu. He stated 
to your correspondent that he had been given 
up some months ago as incurable with 
Bright’s disease of the kidneys, when his 
physician told him to use skimmed milk as 
his only diet. He savs: ‘‘I tackled the 
skimmed milk, stuck to it, and here I am al- 
most a new man. I believe the skimmed 
milk is aspecific for Bright’s disease.” As 
to the use of milk plain, or unskimmed, in 
the treatment of typhoid fever and other fe- 
vers and of the treatment of typhoid with 
buttermilk, gsuccessfully, the writer had 
heard before. Surgeon-General Barnes, about 
three vears ago, heard ofan oid allopathic 
physician in Virginia, who, it was alleged, 
never failed to cure typhoid fever. As there 
were many patients in the United States 
Army dyipg with that disease, Gen. Barnes 
concluded to visit the ancient Virginia doc- 
tor and learn how he treated his typhoid pa- 
tients. When he met the oid gentleman, Gen. 
Barnes inquired: ‘*‘What is the mode of 
treatment vy which you succeed?” ‘**Why,’’ 
replied the venerable pbysician, ‘‘it’s the 
simplest thing in the worid; all you’ve got to 
do is to get the patient’s stomach aud buwels 
in good order, and then fill them up with 
buttermilk, and keep their stomachs fiiled 
with that alone. That’s all. I never losea 
patient if he isn’t already in a collapsed con- 
dition when I get to him.” 

Surgeon -Geveral Barnes tells your inform- 
ant that he adopted the buttermilk treatmeat 
among the soldier in thearmy, and bas found 
it most efficacious. It appears that same ten 
years ago the medicai scieutists of France and 
Russia compared notes as to the use of plain 
sweet milk in the treatment of their hospi- 
tal typhoid patients, and concurred in the 
statement that milk not only iso: wonderful 
efficacy in typhoidal cases, but in the treat- 
ment of fevers generally.

A Story Told of the Great Millionatres 
Wife. 


Paris Letter to the Boston Herald. 

Two years or so ago a superior attache of 
the United States Legation in Paris related to 
me an incident which, however, I promised 
not to make use of while he was in office.

The 
mother (he named ber, but I am not permit- 
ted to du so) is an artist Who has not been 
avie to dispuse of her pict:.res, and my atten- 
tion has been called to her case by a letter 
received from America, stating that it wag 
feared there she was starving te death. I 
called at her spartments, and the mother only 
consented to see me becatise of my official po- 
sition. The rooms they occupy are scantily 
furnished, and the clothes they wear are 
threadbare and dirty. The floor was covered 
with canvases which,truth compels me to say, 
are works of inferior quality. The twv 
ladies positively refused to accept 
any offer of assistance. ‘No, 
no,’ said tne mother, ‘I aman artist. There 
are my Works. Tobey will bring me money. | 
will wait. God will protect us, and we will 
never accept charity.’ What could Ido? Mrs. 
Noyes on ascveral occasions lixed up some 
nuurishing disbes, home style, and the doc- 
tor’s wife took them to the poor woman, 8a)- 
ing he had prescribed for them. But now 
the mother refuses to accept any more such 
prescriptions. She has became suspicious, 
and has ordered the phvsician out of her 
house for having insulted her. [ am troubied 
because I can do nothing for these two ladies. 
They are of excellent family, intelligent, but 
too proud to accept assistanvc in any form 
whatever.’’ 

Mrs. Mackay listened and said nothing. 
Gen. Noyes remarked afterward that he 
wondered at the time if she had no heart. 
But he soon knew whether she had or not.

No one of the Mohammedan races has car- 
ried out the license given to sensual passion 
by the Koran and the adhering tradition to 
such an extent as have the O!toman ‘rurks,and 
no race has suffered so much from that license. 
The evil consequences are far-reaching and 
balefulin the extreme. Jt is to feed the 
Turkish sensuality that the slave trade 
throughout the empire and in the interior of 
Africa is maintained. The beautiful, fair 
daughters who are purchased from the Geor- 
xlans and Circassians also find their way at 
last to the harems of Constantinople, Brusa, 
Smyrna, Adrianopole, Aleppo, Bagdad and 
uther towns and cities of Asia Minor. Que 
of the direct results of this sensuality is that 
the Turks have degenerated physically 
during the past 200 years. That 
the conquerors of Constantinople were 
a hardy race of great physical strength 
there can be no doubt; that the great majority 
of modern Turks are of an effeminate type is 
equally certain; very many of them are per- 
sons of fine appearance, but they are physic- 
ally Weak, without elasticity, giving the im- 
pression of men who have Jost their vitality.

It appears that the 
Governor before his departure did not in-

being at the Capital. Lieut.-Gov. CAMP- 
BELL was out. of the State when the Gov- 
ernor left, and he is now reported to be in 
New Orleans. Gov. CRITTENDEN either 
neglected his duty in not providing his suc- 
cessor, or willfully absented himself at a time 
when he knew Gov. CAMPBELL could not be 
at Jefferson City to draw the salary of 
the office or perform any official act. 
In the absence of the Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Govarnor Senator MORRISON, the Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the Senate, is the acting Gov- 
ernor, but he lives in the extreme southeast- 
ern part of the State, a long distance from the 
capital. 


THE TRIUMPH OF LAW. 

The mandamus issued to Judge LAUGHLIN 
by the Supreme Court this moraing is no 
ordinary event. Acts of the Legislature 
which conflict with the Constitution must 
yield to it, but they must not be set aside for 
technical and trivial reasons. The judiciary 
is the co-ordinate and not the supreme de- 
partment of government. The Constitution 
is the source of all power to either of the 
great departments, neither of which can 
supervise the other, and it is, therefore, that 
courts declare an act void only when they 
must choose between the act and the funda- 
mental and supreme law itself. 

The Constitution must be preserved, the 
laws of the Legislature enforced and the 
decisions of the Supreme Court respected 
and obeyed, for upon them repose all the vast 
and varied interests and rights of person and 
property, religion, morality, and society itself. 
It is the exalted duty of the Supreme Court 
to harmonize, preserve intact and to adminis- 
ter with an equal and firm hand these 
immense powers, and one feels the in- 
spiration of majesty when the court, 
rising above all surrounding influences, speaks 
the delegated voice of ico re to all its peo- 
ple with impartial justice#, Tne DPost-Dis- 
PATCH does not worship social gods. There 
is no individual so high or powerful that we 
will not freely expose his crimes or misdeeds 
when the public interest so demands, but of 
all our contemporaries we are the most con- 
servative as tothe principles which preserve 
the good order, peace, prosperity and purity 
of the community in which we live. And it is 
for this reason alone that we have demanded 
with aloud and determined voice the en- 
forcement of the gambling law, undeterred 
by the assaults of assassins, the gentler influ- 
ences of corruption or the threats of power.

x A CRUSHED PORT. 

Many years ago when WALT WHITMAN’S 
‘Leaves of Grass’’ was first published the 
book raised a storm of popular disapproval 
which financially wrecked the author. In 
time he lived down the feeling which the 
book had engendered against him. Other 
poems from his pen wrought a change in his 
favor and people knew that he was queer and 
forgot that he was immoral. The Boston 
publishers, Osgood & Co., in an evil hour, 
made acontract with him last winter to re- 
publish his early book. It was given to the 
public without a single one of its objection- 
able features being removed, and the result 
is just What might have been expected. The 
American people will not stomach indecency 
under the guise of poetry; their ideas of 
morality have not changed since “Leaves 
of Grass” was first tabooed, and hence, 
while the sale of the volume was large, it was 
bought by a class who were not an honor to 
Mr. WHITMAN, Who were not readers: of 
whom he could well be preud. Attorney- 
General MARSTON, of Massachusetts, recent- 
ly notified GsGoop & Co. that suit would 
be brought against them to stop the circula- 
tion of tbe book, and the firm was found very 
willing to obey the wishes of the 
State. They found themselves pandering to 
the worst elementin the community, and it 
is with much relief that they have turned 
over all their material to WHITMAN and de- 
clared the contract off. Nothiag could be 
fairer than the attitude of the Massachusetts 
authorities, They called WHITMAN’s atten- 
tion to the objectionable paris of the volume, 
and agreed to do nothing if these were 
stricken out; but, with the _ asinine 
obstinacy which is his most distinguishing 
characteristic, the old poet would alter noth- 
ing. For years he has believed himself 
wronged by the public in its reception of this 
book when first printed, and he iooked for- 
ward to this republication as a proof tothe 
whole world that he was right and the public 
wrong. It was a personal yindication he 
wanted, and it was this which made him de- 
clare that he would abate not a jot or a 
little of the first book. Unfortunately 
the vindication has not come. “Everything 
comes to the man who waits,” is the very sen- 
tence WHITMAN used in this city when 
speaking about his book three years ago. He 
has waited, but the verdict is against him 
now as it wasthen. The «pectacie is not a 
pleasant one, ofan old man pinningall bis 
hopes on the success of What 
he calis poetically Nature and the Goria 
calls obscenity. But WHITMAN is 
taking the rebuff well. After all is said 
and done, he isa man. He has made up his 
mind as to what he believes right and 
wrong, and he is taking the consequences 
gallantly. Que may not like the ‘‘Leaves of

NOW AND THEN. 
Col. Broadhead has found an able de- 
the Palmyra (Mo.) Spectator. This distin- 
guished person indorses in all its fullnes the 
Colonel’s recent Jetter in which he declined 
to respond toa toast at the banquet of the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee after 
having carefully prepared his speech.

The Colonel’s letter was dated 
the 8th of May, two days before the assem- 
bling of the veteransin this city, and he must, 
tuerefore, have divined the spirit of the meet- 
ing by intuition—or, rather, “the bloody shirt 
carnival” as the Palmyra patriot pronounces 
it. The fact that this banquet was a “scene 
of dissipation” and a ‘‘drunken debauch’’ 
will be news to most people outside of the 
Palmyra Spectator office, where opportuni- 
ties for gathering exclusive information are of 
a superior character, but even this will 
not excuse Col. BROADHEAD, for he agreed 
to participate and then backed out long be- 
fore the wine began to pass. It may be re- 
marked that Gov. CRITTENDEN, ex-Governor 
HENDRICKS and several other good Democrats 
took part in the festivities so graphically de- 
scribed by the Palmyra editor and were none 
the worse for it, so far as we have been able 
to discover.

It appears that for 
more than a year he has been systematically 
taking large bundles of letters out of the 
mails, opening them and taking out what 
money was in them and then destroying 
all. By this cumbrous system of theft 
he was obliged to destroy twenty letters 
for every one in which there was money, as 
that seems to be about the proportion of val- 
uable matter in the mails. Of course detec- 
tion was certain intime, but before he was 
discovered it is certain that he must have re- 
moved from the mails thousands of /etters, 


for bis peculations have been going 
on for more ‘than a year. It is 
evident that some means of securing 


the safe transit of letters wnich do not con- 
tain money must be devised, or the business 
of this country will be brougbt toa stand- 
still. How would it do to have a blank afli- 
davit printed on each envelope for the sender 
to fill out as to the tinancial worthlessness of 
his missive? If the thieves would prosecute 
bitterly any one who would perjure himself 
about his letter, the rest of us would secure 
an immunity for our mail for which we have 
long been sighing. 


THE closing up of three larze wholesale 
clothing houges in St. Louis and the removai 
of the debris to Chicago has filled the press of 
the windy city with pride.

A MURDERER’S DELUSION.

Allen Hickerson’s Attempt to Com- 
mit Suicide. : 
PES PCD 
How He Was Pestered With **Bugs” in 
His Head. 


Reference has been made to the efforts of 
Allen Hickerson, the insane murderer, to 
train and make pets of a young mouse and 
rat, and how death carried them off before he 
nad time to educate them to become as 
man ageable as he desired. In the early part 
of last week one of the prisoners con- 
fined in jail captured a young English 
sparrow, so many of which make their home 
in the iron2work of the Jail roof, and pre- 
seuted itto Hickerson. The simple-minded 
fellow became very enthusiastic over his new 
pet and was also very jealous of it and would 
not allow any of the other prisoners near it. 
Saturday morning, during the absence of 
Hickerson from his cell, one of his fellow 
prisoners, in a spirit of playfulness, took pos- 
session of the sparrow, and when Hickerson 
discovered his loss he was fairly frantic with 
rage and grief. 

The littie bird was returned to him, and al- 
thouh he received it back with eagerness it 
was evident tothe jail guards that the inci- 
dent had affected his mind for the worse. 
Hickerson remained in his cell until about o 
o’clock, when he made his appearance on the 
jail floor,and while walking up and down ex- 
ercising himself he heard one of the prisoners 
relating the incident of the man who com- 
mitted suicide in jail some six years 
ago —drwr by going to the top tier 
of cells and throwing himself on 
the stone flagging forty feet beneath,

For a few moments he stood 
still, seeming to revolve something in his 
mind, and then a look of firm determination 
settled on his countenance, and with eyes 
glaring with ferocious insanitv,and muttering

self-destruction, when Deputy Jailer Hays’ 
attention was attracted, and, comprehending 
the situation in a glance, he rushed to the 
rescue and succeeded in capturing Hickerson 
just as he reached the iron railing over which 
he intended throwing bimself to the stone 
flagging beneath. Hickerson was 10 a pitia- 
ble state of nervous eXcitement, and in 
answer to the queries What be meant by 
such conduet, replied: ,

FIFTEEN YEARS AFTER. 
An Old Newspaper Man’s Recollections 
of the kormer St. Louis. 

One who is a continuous resident of a large 
city does not appreciate its advancement. Im- 
provements come so cradua!lly—it mav be said 
insensibly—that little note is taken of them 
bevond an apprehension that changes of some 
sort have been made. Now, the foregoing 
observation has in itno new wisdom, but on 
the text may be founded some comments that 
have escaped superticial observation. Yes- 
terday a newspaper man from another city, 
on a passing visit, met a POsT-DISPATCH re- 


| porter, and, as they were acquaintances of 
| 


old, in their hob-nobbing the talk naturally 
drifted backward. The visitor’s talk ran 
somewhat in this wise: 

‘First of all,” be said, “I went to look at 
the places where I ate and slept when I work- 
ed on St. Louis newspapers,and pleasant plac- 
es they were tome, too, in those days, and 
none but happy memories of them 
remain. I shall never forget the first night I 
passed in St. Louis. I had been sent down 
from Chicago, where I was then working, to 
write up a description of the then new South- 
ern Hotel. I had aletter of introduction toa 
gentieman on the St. Louis press, and after 
his work was done and the last forms had 
gone down, he invited me to his room, that 
we might chat more freelv than had been 
permissible during bis hours of labor. We 
talked until dawn, and for lunch had sar- 
dines, guava jeliy and crackers. I believe 
there was a bottle, too; but we enjoyed the 
time, anyway, and were jolly. To-day I went 
to see if I could pick the room where we haa 
our feast. After much doubt I was compelled 
to admit that codfish and pork had taken the 
place of sardines and guava jelly, and the un- 
sympathecic tones ofashipping clerk, as he 
checked off initials and numbers, filled the 
air that my friend and I had once occupied in 
learned conversation. It was a chilling trans- 
mogrification. The descent was great, but 
there it was, and no getting around it. My 
friend is now the managing editor of a news- 
paper, and if he ever hears this story he will 
acknowledge its truth. 

‘¢«Next I went to the neighborhood where I 
roomed—that was in 1867-68. Would you 


believe that fourteen or fifteen years had 
made so greata change that the svot was 
scarcely recognizable? It was near Wash- 
ington avenue and Eighth strect. How that 
section of the citycan have been so trane- 
formed is almost incomprehensible, for you 
must bearin mind that the territory therea- 
bouts is not new, as the years go in the life of 


a comparatively old American city. The tall - 
chimney of the Lindell stood as a sentinel 
among the ruins of the first hotel, and on the 
corner above was Crawford’s drug store, a 
frame, now pulled down, and where busy 
bands are at work to erect something that 
will give the place a still more unfamiliar 
lock.

JEFFERSON CITY, MO., May 22.—In the 
case of the State ex rel. Harris vs. Laughlin, 
Judge, ete., the opinion was delivered by 


Judge Hough, who. gives a brief state- 
ment of the case, reciting the 
indictments, plea to jurisdiction, 


order sustaining the same motion to vacate 
said order and the refusal thereof, and peti- 
tion for a mandamus to compel the Judge to 


proceed with the trial of the 
indictment. He declares the writ 
of mandamus can be resorted to 


in criminal aswell as civil cases,but in neither 


class be made to perform the functions of | 


a writ of error or an appeal. When ad- 
dressed to subordinate judicial tri- 
buaals it simply requires them 


to proceed to exercise their judicial functions 
and where aa inferior court refuses to pro- 
ceed for alleged want of jurisdiciion it will 
be the duty of this court to determine wheth- 
er such inferior court has jurisdiction, such 
determination being binding upon the in- 
ferior court. The peculiar character of the 
order sustaining the plea to jurisdiction re- 
jieves the court from passing uvon mary 
points presented in the argument and briefs 
of counsel, based on the  supposi- 


tion that the indictment had been 
finally disposed of. It had not been quashed, 
adjudged defective or insufficient, the prose- 
cution dismissed or defendants discharged. 
Tbe true and only legal construciion of the 
order made is that the court has 


stricken the case from the docket and refused |
